DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 20, 22, 23, 26-31 , 38, and 39 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The device 
whereby the processing unit, storage unit, transmitter, sensor, and power device are all 
integrated on a single substrate utilizing MEMS technology, in combination with all other 
limitations of the independent claims is not disclosed nor deemed obvious in view of the 
prior art of record. The closest prior art references are all deficient in at least one of the 
elements beings on a single substrate.
